investigators  talked  to  Krs.  Leath  and  to  her  supervisor,  a Mr. 

Johnson,  who  stated  approximately  five  weeks  ago  Mrs.  Leath  was  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Continental  street  under  pass  when  the  left 
side  rear  window  shattered,  there  was  no  hole  in  the  glass,  l re- 
port was  not  given  to  the  polios,  the  glass  has  already  been  replaced. 

Investigators  examined  the  oar,  a 1957  (ambler,  and  could  find  no 
evidenoe  of  a bullet  laving  entered  the  oar.
